“We would hope that such 
suggestions are not being ser- 
iously considered by the Domin- 
ion government, any reduction or 
withdrawal in addition to being 
unjustified might have serious 
consequences for which _ this 
council cannot accept responsibil 
ity we would draw to your atten- 
tion the fact that the cost of liv- 
ing and in the case of Edmonton 
the numbers on relief are both 
going up.”
